her action by the supreme court this 
afternoon. Gambier’s suit for annul- | 
ment of the marriage is on the fall 
calendar for jury trial. 

Justice Pendleton, who wrote the de- 
cision, finds that Mrs. Gambier was not 
deserted by her husband within the 
meaning of the law. Mrs. Gambier’s 
effort at reconciliation, the court finds, 
could not be accepted in good faith. 

Tf at the time she is said to have 
sought a reconciliation, she was con- 
ducting herself with another man in 
the manner testified to by some wit- 
neases, the court held that her efforts 
could only be receivéd as intended for 
the purpose of litigation. “It would be 
impossible to reconcile such condi- 
tions with a belief that she enter- 
tained a feeling of love for her hus- 
dand or was willing to live with him,” 
the decision reads. 

Keeping Company of “Unknown Man.” 

Tt was testified at the trial, which 
Mrs. Gambier was often seen in the 
company of “an unknown man.” The 
eourt says “this wae scarcely in ac- 
cord with the custsomary propriety 
for a married woman.” On the other 
hand, the decision states Gambier 
“loved the plaintiff; married her with 
every intention of doing his duty by 
her, and treated her with great con- 
sideration, Kindness and attention. 

“It la possible if he had treated her 
with less consideration and hag been

Mileage 
Ticket Windows Debated Be- 
fore House Committee by 
Representatives of Roads 
“and Travelers. 


After more than an hour’s hearing, 
some of which became quite acrimon- 
jous, the railroad committe of the house 
yesterday afternoon turned down Sen- 
ator Emmett Shaw’s bill requiring rail- 
roads to provide mileage ticket win- 
dows at stations, or in default to per- 
mit conductors to “pull” mileage as 
they did before the present system 
was put in effect By a vote of nine 
to four it was decided to report the 
measure unfavorably. 

A large party of railroad men ap- 
peared before the committee. 8S. M. 
Hardwick, of the Southern, and W. J, 
Craig, of the Coast Line, spoke for 
the roads. They declared that the law 
would constitute an unjust tax upon 
them, and would amount to class leg- 
islation. 

A committee of traveling men ap- 
peared on behalf of the Dill, 
were headed. by Marcellus Anderson. 
R. A. Broyles and H. D. Shackleford 
spoke for the T. P. A., and the Georgia 
Association of Traveling Men, respec- 


| tively. 


Broyles Favors Bill. 

Mr. Broyles said it was only justice 
to the traveling men that they be giv- 
en greater convenience in handling 
mileage. 

“We don’t complain about the time 
taken.in exchanging mileage coupons 
for tickets; it is the delay in getting 
to the ticket window,” said Mr. 
Broyles. “The drummer never knows 
when he is likely to run into a picnic 
party and be forced to stand in line 
80 minutes to get a chance to make 
the exchange. Frequently he can work 
a town in that time. Nine out of ten 
he gets his ticket promptly, but he 
finds it wise to be there at least 30 
minutes ahead.”’ 

‘The railroad men say,” said he, 
“that for the mileage to be pulled: on 
trains enables the traveling men to 
enter into collusion with the conduc- 
tors whereby the railroad loses. Can't 
the drummer going to Charlotte, now, 
as easily, buy a ticket to Norcross, 
pass the conductor a couple of dollars 
and go ahead?’ 

Mr. Shackleford denied that the 
traveling men don't bear their 
perses. He said thele. salaries were 


‘based on the balance shown at the end 


of each year, and in these ‘balances 
expenses were figured. He said the 
present miteage-exchange rule is cost- 
ing them money by taking much of 
their time in waiting to get to ticket 
windows. 


Sold at Wholesale Rates. 


All the speakers for the bliil argued 
that inasmuch as mileage is sold at 
wholesale rates, it was proper that 
concessions be granted. 

The gentlemen representing the 
railroads denied that the sale of mil- 
age is a wholesale transaction, saying 
that it is the most retail of all their 
business. The average miléage trip, 
they claimed, is less than 50 miles. 

Senator Emmett Shaw closed the 
speech-making in advocacy of his bill. 

“The wail these railroads put up,” 
he sald, “would make you think that 
Mr. Morgan and other Wall Streeters 
who own them would have to quit 
smoking dollar cigars and take up 
stogies.”’ 

He declared that the traveling men 
were demanding nothing but justice.

Personal Encounter of Coun-

Washington, August 7.—What prom- 
ised for a few minutes to be a per- 


sonal encounter between Attorney El-

The members of the committee who 
voted for the compromise charter 
stated that it had been clearly shown 
to them that it was for the best inter- 
ests of the city not to favor the com- 
mission charter but-to adopt a charter 
which contained the best features of 
the two charters presented. They be- 
lieved, they stated, that the people of 
Atlanta wanted a radical change in the 
present form of government, but at 
the same time desired a new charter 
which would abolish the board sys- 
tem and retain an administrative and 
a legislative branch by merging the 
aldermanic system with what was best 
in the commission system. 

The public meeting of the commit- 
tee was characterized by the spirit of 
conservativeness which has alwuys 
manifested itself when the people of 
Atlanta meet to discuss measures that 
are for the best interest of the city. 

The new chaster which was recom- 
mended by the Committee and which 
will doubtless be adopted by the house 
and senate, cofitains the following 
principle features: 

The people will elect from each ward, 
the entire city voting, one alderman,

WER VETO BILL 


Balfour Loses in Alempt ta 
Rebuke Government 


Vote of Censure of Govern- 
ment for Obtaining Pledge 
to Create Peers Sufficient to 
Pass the Veto Bill Is Re- 
jected. 


London, August 7.—A vote of censure 
of the government for having obtained 
from the king a pledge to create, if 
necessary, sufficient peers to pass the 
veto bill, was rejected by the house of 
commons tonight by a majority of 119, 
The motion was introduced by Arthur 
J. Balfour, leader of the opposition, and 
its defeat is regarded as having failed 
to help the unionist cause. 

The gravamen of the opposition’s 
charge against the government was 
that Premier Asquith has taken advan- 
tage of the king’s inexperience to bring 
about an abuse of the royal preroga- 
“tive by securing the guarantees before 
the last general election. Mr. Asquith 
easily disposed of this charge by show- 
ing that the ministers had pursued an 
entirely properly constitutional course. 

The result was that after the pre- 
mier's speech the debate on the union- 
ist side virtually collapsed. 

Frederick KE. Smith and others of the 
“die-hards” made brave attempts to 
fan the flames against the government, 
but were compelled to fall back on the 
well worn argument that the members 
of the government were being driven 
by their taskmaster, John Redmond, 
and that their whole object was to se- 
cure the easy passage of Irish home 


rule. 

Walter Hume Long, ex-chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, challenged Mr. As- 
quith to reveal his conversations with 
King George, but Winston Spencer 
Churchill, the home secretary, who 
wound up the debate, declined to con- 
sider for a moment such an unusual 
request. 

An incident of the session was the 
strong disapproval shown by the main 
body of the unionists with the reflec- 
tions made against the leaderships of 
Mr. Balfour and Lord Lansdowne by 
Smith and other representatives of the 


Habsbury revolt. 
The debate was characterized by nu- 


merous interruptions, but there was no 


disorders. 
Mr. Ralfour’s motion, of which he 


gave notice on August 2, was as fol- 


lows: 

“That the advice given his majesty 
by his ministers, whereby they obtain- 
ed from him a pledge that a sufficient 
number of peers would be created to 
pass the parliament Dill in the shape 
in which it left this house, is a gross 
violation of constitutional] Liberty by 
which, among other ill consequences, 
the people would be precluded from 
again pronourscing upon the policy of 
home rule.” 

Mr. Balfour receiveq an ovation as 
he rose to present his motion rebuk- 
ing the government. The former 
unionist premier emphasized that he 
was conscious of the seriousness of 
the step he asked the house to take. 
He thought it would be admitted that 
never-in all history had there been a 
more serious/case or one which more 
urgentiy required the consideration of 
parliament ahd the emphatic condem- 
nation of the ministers. 

Ministers Abuse Rights. 

“The ministers,’ said Mr. Balfour, 
“have grossly abused their rights of 
advising the crown, and by abusing 
these rights put themselves above the. 
constitution.” 

The unionist leader asserted that the 
ministry had placed the sovereign in 
a cruel position. “The King was a 
fount of honor, but the government 
had potsoned and corrupted the stream 
at its source.” he said. He dubbed the 
proposed new peers as “‘supers’ in 
this sordid drama.” 

Mr. Balfour declared it would be 
difficult to conceive of any politician 
playing a more contemptible part. He 
contended that the question of home 
rule had not been before the country 
throughout the controversy and that 
there was not the slightest justifica- 
tion for the creation of peers to en- 
able the government to carry it 
through both houses without reference 
to the people. 

Mr. Balfour concluded with the 
prophecy that the country would soon 
let the radicals know that it would 
not allow’ a repetition of “the crime of 
1911." 

Asquith in Heply. 

Asquith appeared in his 
when he stood up to reply. 
he thanked Mr. Balfour for 
this “opportune, though unexpected 
motion.” It was the very thing the 
government wanted. 

The prime minister dispelled the fog 
wy which the circumstances under 
which he had obdtained the peerage 
guarantees from the king had been 
persistently obscureq by the opposi- 
tion. 

“It was my strong hope and belief,” 
he eald, “that the lords would accept 
the bill, and only when that hope was 
frustrated, as it was last month, waa 
his majesty asked, and consented, if 
it was necessary, to exercise his pre- 
rogative. We took the only course 
eonsistent with honor and a true re- 
garda for-the dignity of the crown.” 

Mr. Asquith concluded by maintain- 
ing that the only methog of dealing 
with the situation was through the use 
of the royal prerogative. 

“Jy hol4d my office.” he added, “not 
only by the favor of the crown, but 
on behalf of the people and 1 should 
be guilty, indeed, of treagon if at the 


supreme moment of a great struggle 
I were to betray their trust.”

Detectives Put Dogs on the 
Trail of Mitchell’s 
Slayer. 


George Quarles, the slayer of John 
Mitchell last Saturday night, was seen 
on Cherokee avenue near Grant park 
last night about 9:36 o’clock by Offi- 
cer “Bill” Bailey, who knows him well.

Privale George Peters Betrayed 
by His Sweetheart 


War Department Perturbed 
Over Discovery -—- Believed 
Austria Is Instituting Inquiry 
Into Value of “Dunnite,” the 
New Explosive. 

Washington, August 7.—For the first 
time in many years the war depart- 
ment today is perturbed over the case 
of an alleged spy in the army. 

Captain James Watson, the army re- 
crulting officer at Indianapolis, has ad- 
vised the department that he holds af- 
fidavits accusing Private George Pe- 
ters of being an Austrian secret agent. 
is working on the 
charges to determine a course Qf ac- 
tion. 

This is the first case coming under 
the law passed at the last session of 
congress to prevent the disclosure of 
national defense secrets. This act is 


| very broad in its provisions and appli- 


attempts to secure mili- 
tary information improperly. Any- 
one who endeavors to procure such 
data can be fined $1,000 or imprisoned 
for one year, or both. If an attempt 
is made to communicate any secrets of 
defense to a foreign government the 
maximum punishment is imprisonment 
for 10 years. 
Investigating “Dunnite.” 

It is not believed the charges, if well 
founded, indicate that the Austrian 
government, even remotely, contem- 
plates future hostilities with Ameri- 
ca. The probable object of the alleged 
sDY was to discover for his government 
the composition of the remarkable 
high explosive “dunnite,” used in army 
and navy shells and said to be far su- 
perior to any foreign explosive. 

One of the papers in possession of 
Captain Watson is an affidavit of Miss 
Clara A. Dyer, who had previously in- 
quired about obtaining Peters’ release 
the navy. She said Peters was

Peters a Model Soldier. 

Fort Totten, N. Y., August %7.—The 
commandant at Fort Totten said that 
he had received no information re- 
garding Private George Peters, of the 
135th coast artillery, whom Miss Clara 
Anita Dyer, of Indianapolis, iv said to 
have accused as a spy in the employ 
of the Austrian government. 

Peters has been stationed here a year 
and a half. He is said to be one of 
the best soldiers at Fort Totten. Be- 
fore coming here he served three years 
in the cavalry, the greater part of 
the time in the Philippines. The com- 
mandant said he believed there had 
been some mistake. In the absence of 
official information, he added, no action 
in Peters’ case had been taken. 

Mias Dyer'’s Affidavit. 

Indianapolis, Ind., August 7.—Miss 
Clara Anita Dyer, formerly of Philpot, 
Ky., who yesterday made affidavit to 
her story that RBrivate George Peters, 
of the 135th coast artillery, now sta- 
tioned at Fort Totten, N, Y., is a spy 
in the employ of the Austrian gov- 
ernment. was closeted again late today 
with Captain James D. Watson, in 
charge of the local United States ar- 
my recruiting station, and members 
of the Indianapolis detective force, 
but after the session the authorities 
said there was nothing to give out 
other than that Miss Dyer re-affirmed 
her story. Miss Dyer, earlier in the 
day, was reported to have left India- 
napolis and gone to Muncie, Ind, 

Captain Watson said tonight’ that 
Miss Dyer was going to leave the city 
to escape notoriety, but that she prom- 
ised to keep him informed of her 
movements, He also said that the 
young woman promised to send him 
some correspondence, which she had 
had with the family of Peters in Aus- 
tria. also a number of photographs.

house investigating committee. It was 
contended »y counsel! that while Mc- 
Cabe was so berating Wiley, McCabe 
himself knew he had power to invoke 
the law against these big interests. 

Mr. McCabe, said Dr. Wiley, explain- 
ing that he did not want to antagonize 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson, who 
had overruled him on the Remsen 
board’s advice, had written him that 
the Indiana authorities wanted to take 
the deposition of himself and his as- 
sistants who had conducted the fa- 
mous “poison squad” experiments, from 
which they determined that benzoate 
of soda was a harmful preservative in 
food. McCabe expressed the opinion 
that Wiley and his associates could not 
be summoned “as experts.” 

pe Activity of Officials. 

The extent to which the department 
officials participateg in the defense of 
benzoate of soda as a food preserva- 
tive in the state of Indiana’s suit two 
years ago against manufacturers who 
continued to use it in their products, 
was aired .to some extent. It will be 
more thoroughly developed tomorrow.

Bingham and State Food Commissioner j 
H. A. Barnard, of Indiana, will testify 
tomorrow along with F. W. Robinson, 
of Michigan, a chemist employed in 
the federal bureau of chemistry here.

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STORY OF TECH HOSPITAL 


By ISMA DOOLY. 


The women of the Georgia Federation of Women’s Clubs have proven 
themselves again the ministering angels of Georgia youth, in the bill originat- 
ing with them and presented in the general assembly the other day by Hon. 
Hooper Alexander, in which $65,000 is asked from the state for the purpose of 
erecting suitable hospital facilities at the educational institution of the state. 

They were the first to see this necessity of preserving the health of Geor- 
gia’'s future citizenship, when two years ago d@ committee was appointed by 
them to look into the matter, this committee initiating the movement which 
resulted in the building of the hospital at the Georgia School of Technology. 
They secured the first $6,000 which made the beginning of the hospital pos- 
sible. 

When the Georgia Federation named this committee it was after the 
heart-rending incident of the only son of a widowed mother, a student at the 
Tech, dying for want of proper hospital facilities, Mrs. Hugh Willet was made 
chairman. She at once investigated what other states had done in the direc- 
tion of hospitals at educational institutions, and discovered that Georgia was 
the only state which had not taken a step in that direction. Her report made 
at the convention aroused the women of the state to action, and in 
Atlanta the cali was made for the Tech hospital. Mrs. Walter B. Lamar, of 
Macon, succeeded Mrs. Willet as chairman of the committee and at the meet- 
ing of the Georgia Federation In Athens last fall, she stated in regard to Tech 
hospital: 

“The lrospital at

Tech was first undertaken because the location of the 
the chances of disease among students most 
likely. The plan pursued in this effort was as follows: In an tnterview with 
President Matheson, of Tech, six members of the Georgia Federation, after 
discussing the needs of the institution and the possible means of securing an 
infirmary, were told by Dr. Matheson: ‘If you ladies can secure a donation 
of $5,000 toward an infirmary for Tech we will ask nothing further of you, and 
to the person giving sald amount will be accorded the privilege of naming the 
infirmary, as he or she may choose. With this plan of action clearly stated 
and understood on both sides, the infirmary committee soon secured the $5,000, 
which was given by Mrs. Joseph B. Whitehead, of Atlanta, as a memorial to 
her husband, and is to be known as the Joseph B. Whitehead Memortal hos- 
pital. Mra. Whitehead, with growing intergst in the splendid work secured 
in material and additional donations almost as much more.”’ 

Hon, Nathaniel FE. Harris, president of the board of trustees of the hos- 
pital, in his annual report of the Georgia School of Technology, referred to 
the hospital nearing completion as follows: 

“The building is the result of the action of the Georgia Federation of Wom- 
an's Clubs. The idea originated with them, and the first donation made by 
Mrs. Joseph Brown Whitehead was secured through their effort. A very 
notable thing occurred concerning this hospital. The students of the institu- 
tion took up the work of its completiom This was a spontaneous suggestion 
coming from the body, due to the fact that considerable delay seemed inevit- 
able in the final compeltion. It was understood when the women’s clubs began 
their work of founding the hospital, that if a donation of $5,000 was obtained 
through their efforts the school and its friends would secure the remainder and 
complete the building. The total subscription secured by the women amounted 
to $6,500. The student body of the school raised the remainder necessary for 
the completion of the hospital, almost entirely from subscriptions from among 
themselves, 

In his annual report relative to the health of the school and the hospital, 
kK. G. Matheson atates: 

“This hospital is largely the result of the activity and-interest manifested 
by the Federation of Women’s Clubs of Georgia. Their committee on hos- 
pitals interested Mrs. J. B. Whitehead, of Atlanta, in the project, and she gave 
$5,000 toward the erection of a building, to be named the Joseph Brown White- 
head hospital, in memory of her late husband. Subscriptions of brick from 
Captain J. W. English, lumber from Martin Amorous, roofing from C. J. 
Haden, marble from Sam Tate and cash from a number of other friends, made 
it possible for us to erect a building costing approximately $15,000, and 
capable of accommodating some thirty patients.” 

The amount of $600, it was announced .a few days ago, is needed to equip 
the hospitable and make it ready for occupancy in November, and it was 
Stated that anyone wishing to endow a room could do go for the amount of 
$100, such a one having the privilege of naming the room. . 

Mrs. Floyd McRae, of Atlanta, was the first one to endow a room. Mrs.

RECIPES FOR | 
ICE CREAM. 


Simple Ice Cream.—Scald one quart 
of new milk, but do not boil. Beat to- 
gether three whole eggs and one cupful 
of sugar.- Stir the scaldeg milk slow- 
ly into the bowl containing the eggs 
and sugar; put into a double boiler 
and return to the fire, stirring con- 
stantly while cooking, until it feels 
thick and creamy. Do not boil. Take 
from fire an let cool, then flavor 
with one tablespoonful of vanila; 
freeze. If you wish to add a little 
cream it will make it richer, but is not 
necessary. A few berries, sliced 
peaches or bananas may also be mixed 
in when the dasher is removed, and 
will serve to vary the flavor of the 
cream. 


Maple Ice Cream.—Beat the yolks of 
three eggs and add gradually two 
cupfuls of milk; melt one and one-half 
cuptuls of new, pure maple sugar, and 
stir over the fire until hot. Do not 
boil. Now gradually stir into t.ueé 
melted sugar the milk and yolks of 
eggs, and beat constantly until the 
mixture is smooth. Take from the 
fire; add one pint of cream and freeze. 


Maple Mousse.—This 
sert, but very delicious. Beat together 
the yolks of two eggs and one cupful 
of maple syrup; heat the mixture, 
stirring it until it thickens. Then re- 
move from the fire and fold in the 
atiffly beaten whites of the eggs and 
one pint of cream whipped stiff and 
The ingredients should be well 
mixed, so they may not separate. Pack 
in a mold in ice and salt, and do not 
stir it while it is freezing.

Cake Filling.—Boil three cupfuls of 
sugar with one cupful of water for 
ten minutes. Beat the whites of two 
eggs to a stiff froth; pour the syrup 
upon these eggs, beating steadily un- 
til a meringue is formed, of a con- 
sistency to spread smoothly. Flavor 
with vanilla; add two cupfuls of rais- 
ins, seeded, and torn or cut in pieces 
(not chopped) and two cupfuls of Ene- 
lish walnuts and almonds mixed and 
chopped fine. One-half of this is 
enough for the filling of three layers 
if more plain frosting is made for outs

If either of 
said installments is not paid when due 
it shall bear interetest at the rate of 
7 per cent per annum, and if not paid 
on or before the 15th of October of 
each year executions shall issue there- 
for. <A discount Of 1% per cent will 
be allowed upon the total of annual 
taxes if paid on the date the first in- 
Stalment is due. A discount of 1% per 
cént will be allowed upon the last in- 
stallment if it is paid on or before the 
time the second installment becomes 
due. 

The department of streets, sewers 
and waterworks shall see that a full 
supply of fresh, pure water is furnish- 
ed: to adopt such rules as may be nec- 
esfary to maintain said system, to lay 
out. construct, repair or altar existing 
water mains; provide proper pumps. 
pumping stations, reservoirs, etc, as 
they may be required; fix the water 
rates, subject to the approval of the 
beard, properly classifying the rates 
with reference to the amount of water 
consumed, so that each class shall be 
treated alike; keep books or memo- 
randa disclosing to whom water is fur- 
nished, the amount furnished and the 
amounts due by such consumers. it 


-shall also be the duty of said depart- 


ment to take oharge of. grade. pave. 
construct. maintain and repair 
bridges, streets. pubiic alleys, 
walks, curbing and sewers that may 
be necessary. 

Said waterworks shall never be sold, 
leased or otherwise disposed of. 
» The sanitary, health and hospital de- 
partment shall have charge of all san- 
itary affairs. sewage, filtration plants, 
shall see that the streets and premises 
of the citizens are kept clean. care for 
the removal of garbage, night soil, the 


= 


flushing of sewers, operation of crema- 
tories, Management of the cemeteries 
and hospitals and discharge such du- 
ties as are now generally discharged 
by the present sanitary department, 
board of health and board of hospital 
trustees, Or which properly fall within 
the scope of said department. 

The department of public safety and 
lights shall see that the laws of the 
city are promptly and efficiently en- 
forced and property in tue city is pro- 
tected against fire, Said department 
Shall control the lighting of the eity, 
designating the number and character 
of the lights and where they shall be 
placed. This department shail see that 
all ordinances and regulations relating 
to the construction, inspection and 
electrical wirings of buildings in said 
city are observed and. enforced. 

The department of parks, public 
property and libraries shall have 
charge of all parks and parts of streets 
set aside as parks, public buildings and 
libraries and shall see that said prop- 
erties are kept in good condition and 
in addition to above, discharge such 
other duties as may be imposed upon 
this department by action of the ad- 
@ministrative board. 

The schools shall be in charge of the 
board of education, composed of fives 
members, to be elected by the admin- 
istrative board and the mayor as an 
ex-officio member. Their terms of of- 
fice shall be five years except the may- 
or, who serves during his term, pro- 
vided the first five members shall be 
elected for the following terms, Three 
shall be elected for two years, their 
terms of office beginning on the first 
Monday of January, 1912. The board 
of education shall have charge of the 
public schools of the city; supervise 
and select the curriculum and books, 
and employ the superintendent and 
such assistants as may be necessary. 
The superintendent shall have super- 
vision and control of the teachers, 
Teachers shall be selected by the board 
of education upon recommendation of 
the superintendent under such rules 
and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the board. The board.shall adopt 
and enforee such regulations as will 
improve, enhance and promote the 
schools, and shall serve without com- 
pensation. 

The sinking fund commission of the 
city of Atlanta now in existence is 
hereby retained, with the exception 
that the member of the board in charge 
of public affairs and finance sha!l take 
the place thereon of the chairman of 
the finance committee of council All 
vacancies occurring on said sinking 
fund commission shall be filled by a 
majority vote of the administrative 
board from citizens of Atlanta possess- 
ing the qualifications now prescribed 
for members of the sinking fund com- 
mission. The powers and duties now 
possessed by said sinking fund gom- 
mission are hereby conferred upon the 
said sinking fund commission as thus 
constituted. The mayor shall be ex- 
officio a member of the sinking fund 
commission. | 

If a vacancy occurs by death, res- 
ignation or otherwise in the adminis- 
trative board the remaintng members 
shall at once elect’'a successor who 
shall hold office until] the next regular 
election when a new member of said 
board shall be elected for the unex- 
pired term. If mo regular election is 
to be held within twelve months from 
the time of such vacancy, then an elec- 
tion shall be called by the administra- 
tive board to be held within thirty 
days for the purpose of filling the va- 
eancy. 

Should a majority of the board be- 
come vacant At the same time-from any 
cause, it shall be the duty of the coun- 
cil to call an election to fill said va- 
cancies within thifty days, and in the 
meantime-until such Vacancies are 
filled in an election thus called it shall 
be the duty of the remaining members 
of said administrative board to per- 
form all the duties thereof. 

No person shall be qualified to serve 
as a member of the administrative 
board unless he shall have been a 


bona fide resident of the city of At-. 


lanta and citizen of Georgia for five 
years and a duly qualified elector un- 
der the laws of the state of Geor- 
gia. 

Before entering upon the duties of 
office as a member of the administra- 
tive board, the several members there- 
of shal] take and subscribe an oath 
that he will! faithfully and impartially 
demean himself as a member of said 
board during his continuance in office, 
and that he has not in order to in- 
duce his election 


pliedly, promised his vote or support 
to any person for any office or posi- 
tion in the city government of Atlan- 
ta or in any of the departments of said 
city. That he will not knowingly per- 
mit his vote in the election or appoint- 
ment of any person to any position in 
the city government or any department 
thereof, but that he will in discharg- 
ing the duties of his said office be gov- 
erned alone by his conviction of what 
is for the public good, preferring no 
class or private interests and without 
regard to the political or personal in- 
fluence or private advancement of him- 
self or anyone else. 

No member of said board shall be 
interested directly or indirectly, either 
individually, as the member of a firm, 
or as an Officer of, or stockholder’ in, 
any corporation, in any contract for 
the purchase or sale of either fealty 
or personalty by or from said city, or 
in any contract for the furnishing of 
either supplies, materials or labor to 
said city, or amy department thereof, 
nor shall such person be interested 
either directly or indirectly, in the pro- 
fits of such contracts or services either 
as any original or sub-contractor, nor 
shall such person be interested in any 
of the street railways, gas works, elec- 
tric HNghts, power plants, heating 
plants, telegraph lines, telephone ex- 
changes, or other public utility dea!- 
ing with or operating in said city, 
either individually, as a member of 
any firm, or as a stockholder in, or 
officer of any corporation, nor shall 
such person accept or receive either 
directly or indirectly, from any per- 
son, firm or cerporation operating any 
public utility within said city any 
money, article of value, pass, frank, 
free ticket or other service, gift or 
compensation, Provided the terms of 
this section with reference to free 
transportation shal] not affect any ex- 
isting or future contract between said 
city of Atlanta and any public utility 
corporation with reference to _ free 
transportation. Any violation of this 
section shall constitute a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars, or im- 
prisonment for not more than three 
months, either or both, in the discre- 
tion ofthe judge. Such conviction 
shall ipso facto terminate the office 
or position held by such person, and 
he shall not be qualified to hold any 
office or position with said city for 
10 years thereafter. 

It shall be unlawful for any mem- 
ber of said board to hold any other 
civil office, national, state, county or 
municipal, either with or without gal- 
ary or emolument. A violation o¢ this 
section shall work a.vacancy in his 
office; the fact of vacancy to be de- 
termined by the administrative board. 

The salary of the mayor: from and 
after the first Monday in January, 1912, 
shall be six thousand dollars ($6,000) 
per annum, and each of the members 
of the administrative board shall re- 
ceive a salary of five thousand dollars 
($5,000) per annum, all payable mopth- 
ly. Each shall select, employ and fix 
the pay ‘of such assistants and em- 
ployeas as may be necessary to 
promptly discharge the duties of his 
department, being governed alone and 
at all times by the purpose to admin- 
ister such affairs promptly, efficiently 
and economically. No favoritism shall 
be shown any employee, nor shall any 
be selected or discharged because of 
present or pest pvlitical affiliations 
or the hope of future political .sup- 
po 


rt. 
‘No person shall be qualified te hold 


to said office either, 
directly or indirectly, expressly or im- | 


and discharge the duties of any office 
or position in the city government or 
in any department thereof, who is 
related to any member of the admin- 
istrative board by blood or marriage 
within the third degree; provided this 
disqualifi¢ation shall not apply to per- 
sons in office prior to the election of 
the member of the board to whom 
they are so related. 

No member of the administrative 
board, officer, agent or employee of 
the city of Atlanta shall receive any 
fees, perquisites or gifts of money or 
articles of value from any person, firm 
or corporation in connection with the 
discharge of his duties, other than 
the salary or wages allotted to him. 
A violation of this provision shall. be 
a misdemeanor and punished as pro- 
vided in section 1065 of the criminal 
code of Georgia of 1910. 

The administrative board shall have 
the power te issue subpoenas, enforce 
the attendance of witnesses, the pro- 
duction of books and papers, to ad- 
minister oaths and to generally in- 
vestigate and determine all matters 
which may relate to the proper ad- 
ministration of the city’s affairs for 
either of the departments coming un- 
der its administration, 

The administrative board shall have 
the right to require any employee of 
the city to give bond for the faithful 
discharge of the duties entrusted* to 
said employee and fix the amount of 
said bond. All bonds given by mem- 
bers of the administrative board or 
any other officer or agent specified in 
this act or required by the adminis- 
trative board shall be in a surety com- 
pany authorized to transact business 
in this city, as provided by existing 
laws, and al] the said bonds shall be 
lodged. with the comptroller~ except 
his bond, which shall be deposited 
with the mayor. Said bonds shall be 
payable to the city of Atlanta and 
conditioned upon the faithful perform- 
ance of the dgities of safd offices, agent 
or employee. The amount og bond to 
be given by each member of the ad- 
ministrative board shall be $256,000. 

Every applicant for franchise, or for 
changes, alterations or additions in ex- 
isting franchises, or for any right or 
permission to go upon, along, through, 
over or under any of the streets or 
other public places of the city shall 
file an application therefor, contain- 
ing the terms and stipulations desired, 
in the office of the clerk of council, 
who shall immedigtely transmit same 
to the chairman of the administrative 
board, and it shall also publish the 
fact in the newspaper then publish- 
ing the city tax sales, for a term of 
seven days, stating the time when it 
will be heard by the board, - which 
time shall be fixed by the chairman. 
At such time or at adjournments had 
therefrom the board shall hear the 
applicant and any oabjections thereto 
and if it grants same, shall frame the 
terms and conditions upon which 
same is granted, After said board acts, 
if favorably, said application shall be 
transmitted to a regular or called 
meeting of the council and shall re- 
ceive a majority vete of the council 
before same shall be granted, provid- 
ed that no franchise shall be granted 
for a term beyond thirty years. 

The mayor shall have four days in 
which to approve or disapprove such 
grant, and if he disapproved same, the 
grant shall fail unless the grant is 
passed by the council, notwithstanding 
the mayor's veto, by two-thirds’ vote, 
taken by yea and nay vote and re- 
sult thereof spread upon the minutes 
of the council, 

No vote or resolution of the board 
having for its object the Increase of 
the indebtedness of the city or the ex- 
penditure of its money, or authorizing 
the sale of any of the public property 
of the city or the granting of franchise 
for street railroads, or other rallroads, 
or telephone companies, or telegraph 
companies, or electric or gas compa- 
nies, 
the streets or public alleys are to be 
used for any purpose in the transaction 
of the business of the company seeking 
the franchise shall be granted until the 
same shall have received a majority 
of the votes of the board and council 
acting separately, taken by a yea and 
nay vote and the result spread upon 
the minutes. 

The board shall have a stated time 
for meeting and same shall be public 
and the clerk of council shall act as 
clerk of the board and keep a record of 
its proceedings. 

The board shall have power to ex- 
ercise supervision and police control 
over all cemeteries contiguous to the 
city and used by citizens for interment, 
whether loeated within the city limits 
or not, so as to allow no burial within 
same without a permit from the city 
authorities. 

The administrative board is author- 
ized and empowered to appoint three 
or more managers for each ward, who 
shall hold all elections, held under au- 
thority of the charter ordinances of the 
city. They shall be freeholders anid 
all vacanegies thereof shall be supplied 
by the board. Said managers shall con- 
duct the elections in accordance with 
the charter ordinances of the city and 
supervise the details thereof and pass 
upon the qualifications. of voters and 
have such clerks as the board may pro- 
vide therefor, and the managers ani 
clerks shall receive such compensation 
as the board may fix. 

It shall be within the power of the 
council upon a_ three-fourths vote 
thereof in a public session held and 
regular meeting thereof, and which. 
vote shall be approved by the acting 
mayor of the city to call for the recall 
of any particular member of the ad- 
ministrative board. Said resolution 
upon which said vote shall be taken 
by the council and approved by the 
mayor, shall state spe ifically and 
plainly the member of the board whose 
removal is desired and the cause for 
removal. If the mayor vetoes the ac- 
tion of council, same may be passed 
notwithstanding the mayor's veto by 
a two-thirds vote of council. Whenever 
by a yea and nay vote two-thirds ap- 
prove this resolution which is endors- 
edi or approved by the mayor, (if the 
mayor vetoes this action it may be 
passed over the veto by the council by 
a two-thirds vote), there shall be forth- 
with called not within thirty days nor 
more than fifty days a general election 
by the registered voters of the city of 
Atlanta. At said election the question 
shall be submitted whether the mem- 
ber of the administrative board who 
is the subject og said resolution shall 
retain his office or not. A majority 
of the votes cast shall determine said 
question. The member of the adminis- 
trative board shall be an eligible can- 
didate to succeed himself. The election 
thus held shall select the member for 
that department. 

For the purpose of raising revenue 
for the support and maintenance of 
said city government, the said mayor 
and council shall have full power and 
authority, and they shall provide by 
ordinance for the assessment, levy, and 
collection of an ad valorem tax on all 
real and personal property within the 
incorporate limits of the said city. 
subject to taxation, on February 1 of 
each year, which date is fixed as the 
taxing day for said city, not exceeding 
one and one fourth per cent thereon, 
which shall inelude the school tax 
which. under the laws of this -state 
is subject to taxation. 

In addition to the ordinary tax here- 
in allowed, the mayor and councfl, in 
case of emergency, to be judged of by 
them, may levy an extraordinary tax, 
not exceeding one-half of one per cent 
(on the taxaDle Fag mgd of gaid city), 
the said extraordinary tax to be added 
to the ordinary tax, and collected at 
the same time, and used for the same 
purpose. 

e mayor and council shall have 
full power and authority to require 
any person, firm or corporation or 
company, engaged in, prosecuting, or 
carrying on, or who may engage in, 
prosecute, or carry on any trade, bus- 
iness, calling, avocation or profession, 
to register their names and business 
calling, avoeation, or profession an- 
nually, to require such person, 
company, of association to pay for 


such registration and for license to en- 
gage in, prosecute or carry on such 
business, calling or profession afore- 
said, such fee, charge or tax, as said 
mayor and council may deem expe- 
dient for the safety, benefit, conven- 
lence and advantage of said city; said 
tax, registration fee, ar license herein 
provided for shall not exceed the sum 
of $300. 

Said mayor and council are 
given authority to classify business 
and arrange the various business, 
trades and professions carried on in 
said city, into such classes of sub- 
jects for taxation as may be just and 
proper. ~ 

Said mayor and counci] are hereby 
authorized to provide for a _ special 
tax on all vehicles using the streets of 
jthe city. 

The mayor and council of said city 
are hereby empowered to charge a 
license fee or tax upon all insurance 
agents, including all companies for 
whom they do business, of one per 
cent on all premiums received by or 
sent through the office in said city. 

The said mayor and council shall 
have power.to pass such ordinances as 
they may think proper in regard to 
granting licerse to theatrical com- 
panies or performances, as for shows, 
or for other exhibitions; provided, the 
price to be paid for such license when 
granted shall not exceed $500 for each 
performance or exhijbition.. 

The said mayor and council shall 
have full power and authority to pro- 
bibit the selling of lager beer or oth- 
er fermented drinks, without the ob- 
taining of a license for that purpose; 
provided, the owner or Keeper of each 
house or saloon kept fér that purpose 
at retail shall be required to pay the 
sum of $400 for license for one, year, 
and at wholesale shall be requfred to 
pay the sum of” $500 for license per 
annum. j 

The mayor and council of said city 
are hereby authorized to make an as- 
Sessment of the various lots of liand 
and lot owners in said city for sani- 
tary purposes, not to exceed $3 per an- 
num on each lot assessed, and said 
mayor and council are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to _ collect 
same by execution against the lot so 
assessed and the owner thereof; the 
amount so assessed shall be a lien on 
the lot from the date of assessment. 

It shall be the duty of the assessors 
to assess the valte of al) real estate 
and persona] property subject to tax- 
ation, in the city of Atlanta, on such 
basis as is fair, just and in the pro- 
portion that it bears to the true mar- 
ket value of the entire property, both 
real and personal, within the city of 
Atlanta, subject to taxation. 

The administrative board shall elect 
a chief clerk for the tax office. 

Any taxpayer, feeling aggrieved at 
the assessment of his or her real or 
personal property, may file a petition 
with the administrative board setting 
forth, under oath, ail the property, real 
and personal, owned by said taxpayer 
and subject to taxation by the city, at 
its true market value, as well as giving 
the assessment thereon by the tax as- 
sessore. Said board shall have a hear- 
ing thereon, after giving notice of the 
time and place of such hearing, to the 
petitioner as well as to the tax investi- 
gator or other persons which said 
board desires to be present, and also 
to the tax assessors. At said time and 
place, the board shall investigate all 
the facts relating to said taxpayer's 
return, and, after such investigation, 
shall order same reduced or raised or 
approved, as said board may find to be 
just, fair and reasonable, and these 
finding shall thereupon be held, final 
for the year for which such assessment 
was made. At such hearings the board

or any similar franchises where | 
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| may provide for the production of 
books, papers, etc., necessary for full 
investigation, also to issue subpoena 
duces tecum to any taxpayer requir- 
‘ing production of all his books, papers, 
| policies, etc., in order that the true 
value may be ascertained. 

The board shall provide a system of 
appeal from the tax assessors by which 
any taxpayer of the city of Atlanta who 
feels that any return made by any tax- 
payer is false, fraudulent or inaccurate, 
or that the assessments upon any piece 
of real estate of such taxpayer !s un- 
equal or that the assessment upon the 
persona! property of such taxpayer is 
unfair or unequal, may, in writing, 
make complaint to the board. When 
such complaint is filed, the same shall 
set forth the exact property claimed 
to be improperly assessed or incorrect- 
Iy returned, and shall, furthermore, 
state in what respect such assessment 
or return is unfair, inadequate or 
otherwise improper. Upon receiving 
same, the board shal! at once refer the 
claim to the tax investigator, or some 
selected employee, who Shall investi- 
gate the complaint fully and ascertain 
all the fact surrounding such return 
or set forth in the complaint, compar- 
ing the allegations of the complaint 
with the returns or assessments com- 
plained of. After this, he shall make 
a return of his findings, together with 
the complaint and the result of the in- 
vestigations aforesaid. If such return 
is, in the opinion of the board, unfair, 
inadequate or incorrect in any respect, 
they shall correct same in accordance 
with their best judgment and order the 
record of the assessment to be changed 
to conform with their findings. 

The tax collector shall collect the 
tax of said city under’ such rules and 
regulations as may be prescribed by 
the administrative board and shall per- 
form such other duties, in connection 
therewith or incident thereto, as may 
be prescribed by order of said board. 

Upon the return of the assessors be- 
ing completed, the administrative 
board, at the first regular meeting in 
June of each year, shall cause an esti- 
mate to be made up and entered on the 
minutes, showing the gross amount of 
the income of the city for the fiscal 
year, ascertained by assessment of a 
tax not exceeding 1% per cent on the 
taxable property of the city, and a 
reasonable estimate of the other taxes 
and sources of revenue. 

And shall apportion and set apart the 
game to such departments and to such 
number of departments or heads as 


number and order of departments or 
heads for appropriations may . be 
Ghanged by the board, which several 
sums taken tn the aggregate shall not 
exceed the amount of income from all 
sources for the year in question. 

The annual appropriations, as made 


amount distributed, to the several heads 
at the first meeting held in October; 
these vartations not to retroact on ex- 
pired quarters, and not to enlarpe in 
any manner the aggregate appropria- 
tions for the year. 

The said mayor and members of the 
board ehagll be individually liable to 
the city for the refunding of any 
amounts appropriated or expenses in- 
curred in excess of said limits, when 
present at the voting of the same—ex- 
cept such of them as escape such lia- 
bility by calling .the yeas and nays, 
rand voting in the negative, and name 
entered on the minutes. 

The annual expense of the city of 
Atianta shall be so restricted as not 
to exceed the annual income of the city 
after paying Interest on its bonds and 
debt. The administrative 
‘hoard shall have full power and au- 
‘thority, in their discretion, to negotiate 
‘loans on the most advantageous terms 
to said city, to supply and make up 
any deficiency that may ems of the 
‘funds in the treasury. for purpose 
of paying the expenses of the city, 
which may be incurred under the sev- 
eral heads hereinbefore mentioned, in 
any amount not exceeding $400,000, and 
not exceeding the amounts set apart 
under each head for the year in ques- 
tion. And, provided further, that as 
s00n as alr amount equal to the amount 
so borrowed is paid into the treasury 
by taxation, or from other sources of 
revenue, not already applied to 
other debts or liabilities of - said 
city, the board shall at once ap- 
ply the same, or 4s much as may he 
necessary, to the repayment of said 
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by the board, may be varied as to the! which 


| drains 


loans, or said board shall be authfized 
in their discretion to make partial pay- 
ments upon said loans with any moneys 
that may come into the treasury from 
time to time, under the restrictions 
herein provided. In either case the 
total amount of said loans shal! be 
repaid out of the income of the year 
in which said loans were made. All 
contracts entered into by said board, 
contrary hereto, for the purpose of 
raising money, or otherwise engaging 
the credit of said-city, shall be nul! 
and void as to said city, but the gaid 
mayor, if he approve, and all mem- 
bers of the board, present and voting, 
who fail to record their votes against 
such measure or contract, shall be 
jointly and severally liable thereon, as 
upon their own contracts, which may 
be enforced against such mayor and 
members of the board, in any court of 
this state having jurisdiction thereof. 

Said board is hereby authorized to 
expend and use any excess in the re- 
ceipts of the city for any year over 
the amount appropriated for such 
year; provided, that such expenditure 
shall in no case exceed the actual cash 
receipts for such year. 

The mayor and council of said city 
are hereby-authorized and empowered 
to cause the issue of new coupon 
bonds of said city to meet and retire 
all bonds of said city now outstanding 
as the several installments’ thereof 
shall hereafter, from time to time ma- 
ture and fall due; said new coupon 
bonds to be in such form, to run for 
such length of time, and to bear such 
rate of interest, not exceeding four 
and one-half per centum per annum, 
as the said mayor and counci] may 
direct and the proceeds to be applied 
only for the purpose of paying off 
and retiring any bonds of said city 
now outstanding as the same mature. 

The mayor and council of the said 
city of Atlanta are hereby authorized 
and empowered to provide for and 
regulate the registration of bonds of 
said city, with the treasurer of said 
eity, in as full and ample manner as 
is provided by the laws of ‘this state 
for the registration of bonds ..in this 
Said mayor and councif shall 
have the power to preseribe the man- 
ner in which bonds of said city, which 
have been registered may be trans- 
ferred or negotiated. 

Said mayor and council may provide 
for the issuing of registered bonds of 
said city, in lieu of any bonds author- 
ized to be issued in pursuance of this 
charter, and in lieu of any coupon 
bonds of said city heretofore, or that 
may hereafter be issued by said city. 
Said registered bonds shall be similar 
in all respects to the bonds authorized 
to be issued by said city under the 
acts respectively authorizing the is- 
sue Of the same except that registered 
bonds under this section of this act 
shall not be coupon bonds, and the 
principal and interest shall be paya- 
me only at the treasury of said city. 
Said bonds registered under and by 
virtue of this section shall be transfer- 
able on the books of the treasurer of 
said sity, in the manner in substance 
provided for the transfer of the bonds 
of the state of Georgia, authorized to 
be registered by the third section of an 
act approved September 5, 1887, and 
which act provided for the issue, regis- 
tration, etc., of the bonds of the state 
of Georgia. 

The city shall hereafter tesue and 
gell bonds under the provisicns of the 
general laws of the state, and where 
an issue of bonds is desired and the 
purposes thereof are legal and the 
amount proposed is not in excess of 
the constitutional limit, the mayor and 
council shall call an election there- 
for by ordinance, observing, as to no- 
tice, time, place and manner of elec- 
tion, voting and declaring the result 
and al’ other formalities as provided 
by law, the general laws governing the 
same. 

The administrative board shall have 
full power and authority to lay down 
sewers and drains in said city. 

All work of laying down or con- 
structing sewers or drains shall be 
done under the direction and super- 
vision of the officer designated by 
said board. 

The council shall have full power 
and authority, and it shall be their 
duty to assess the amount of the cost 
of laying and constructing the same 
upon the real estate abutting on 
streets through and along which sew- 
ers and drains may be placed and 
constructed, and upon any real estate 
through and upon which the same may 
be constructed or placed. 

Said board is authorized to construct 
and lay down sewers through private 
property in said city, and the council 
must assess the cost thereof as above 
provided. 

in all cases where a sewer shall be 
laid by or under the authority of said 
city in any street, the sum of seventy 
cents per lineal foot shall be assessed 
upon the property and estates respect- 
ively abutting on said sewer, on each 
side of said street in which said sew- 
er is laid or constructed, and in con- 
sideration of the payment of said as- 
sessment the owners of said estates 
shall have the right to connect their 
from said abutting property 
for the discharge of sewerage into said 
sewer. The remaining cost of all sew- 
ers not thus assessed shal) be paid 
by said city out of the sewer appro- 
priations for the year. 

Power and authority is hereby given 
the mayor and council of the city of 
Atlanta in addition to assessing the 
cost for the construction of sewers in 
streets upon abutting property owners 
as now provided, to assess and collect 
from abutting property owners the cost 
of extending such sewers, for purposes 
of connection to the property line at 
the time such sewers are laid. The 
cost of such extensions shall be added 
to the cost of the construction of the 
sewer, as now provided by this char- 
ter, and the total cost thereof shall 
be assessed against such abutting prop- 
erty owners and collected in the same 
manner as is now provided for the col- 
lection of sewer assessments against 
abutting property owners by this char- 
ter. 

In case any such sewer is laid down 
or constructed through or over any 


may be deemed requisite, and the name,! private property, along the course of 


any natural drain or otherwise, a like 
sum of seventy cents shall be assessed 
upon such property abutting on each 
side of said sewer for every lineal 
foot, making in all one dollar and forty 
cents for every lineai foot, to be as- 
sessed upon such property, through 
the sewers are constructed as 
aforesaid, and, in consideration of the 
payment of said assessment, the own- 
er of said estates respectively on each 
side of said sewer, through or over 
which sueh sewer may be constructed, 
shall have the right to connect their 
drains from said abutting property for 
the discharge of sewerage into said 
sewer. 

The extent and character, material 
used and expense of sewers consfruct- 
ed, as well as the time and manner of 
constructing the same, shall be in the 
discretion of the administrative~ board 
of said city, and to be prescribed from 
time to time by their order, and upon 
like notice and in the same manner, 
and the assessments laid and enforced 
by execution, ley, sale or otherwise, 
as in case of o.dinmances and assess- 
ments for the paving of streets in 
said city. except that sewers hereby 
authorized may be constructed with 
or without petition by property own- 
ers, where, in the judgment and dis- 
eretior of the said board the public 
health and good of the city shall re- 
uire.

well as plants, means, or methods for 
the disposal of sewerage matter, all 
@s above provided, without the limits 
of the city of Atlanta, in whatever di- 
rection and to whatever extent it may 
be deemed necessary and proper with- 
in the discretion of said board. 

The said board shall have full power 
and autfority to open, lay out, to, wid- 
en, straighten, or otherwise ehange 
Streets, alleys and squares in the city 
of Atlanta, or to abandon and vacate 
One or more of same, under order pro- 
viding therefor. 

Whenever it is proposed that any 
property be taken for public use, under 
@uthority of said city, in any depart- 
ment thereof, whether for streets, sew- 
ers, waterworks, or any public purpose, 
and the same shall be assessed, or a 
price fixed, or award made ag provid- 
ed by law, it shall be optional with 
the city government to decline accept- 
ing the property, should the price thus 
fixed, or award made, be deemed by the 
said board to be too high or unreason- 
able. 

The administrative board of the city 
of Atlanta shall have full power and 
wuthority in their discretion, to grade, 
pave, macadamize and otherwise im- 
prove for travel and drainage the 
atreets and public lanes and alleys of 

aia city, and to construct sidewalks 
and pave the same; to put down curb- 
ing, crossdrains, crossings and other- 
wise improve the same. 

They shall have full power and au- 
thority to order such pavements or 
sidewalks laid down as they deem prop- 
er. Upon failure of any person to com- 
ply with the same within the time pre- 
scribed. the said board may have the 
game done and levy and collect the 
expense thereof by execution against 
the lands and goods and chattels of the 
owner of the !ot or lots. 

In order to fully carry 
the authority above delegated, said 
board shal! have full power and au- 
thority to assess the cost of paving

including all necessary curbing for the 
fame, on the real estate abutting on 
the street, and on the side of the street 
on which the sidewalk is so improved. 

The mayor and council are furthes 
authorized and empowered to adopt 
by ordinance a system of equalizing

Judge Candler said the member- 
ship of the council should not be re- 
duced to less than 15, as is provided 
in the charter revision, but that even 
this reduction of the present mem- 
bership of 30, should be submitted to 
the vote of the people. 

Wants Ward Lines. 

Judge Cardler opposed the propo- 
sition to abolish ward Hnes. He said 
there is no other way to secure the 
best form of local self-government. 

Judge Candler says he favors the 
abolition of the boards, except the 
board of education. 

“The substitute provides for four ad- 
ministrators and the mayor who are 
to fix the duties of each member. 
Judge Candleft said he was very much 
afraid of that proposition to put the 
absolute control of both police and 
firemen in the hands of one man. 

Benjamin M. Blackburn called the 
judge’s attention to the fact that the 
same is true of the health depart- 
ment—under the substitute one man is 
to have charge of that department. 

Dr. George Brown, member of the 
legislature from Fulton county, was 
the next speaker. 

“I’m here,’ said Dr. Brown, “te 
urge you to kill this proposition, and 
never let it get out of this committee.

Mr. Gray said that while he favored 
the commission form of government, 
he has looked over the substitute and 
he is most favorably !mpressed with 
it and believes it should be adopted.

Senale and House Differences 
Can't Be Reconciled, 


Tie-up Due to Uncompromis- 
ing Position of La Follette in 
Opposition to House Bill. 
If Tangle Becomes Inextri- 
cable Congress Will Adjourn. 


Washington, August 7.—Senator La 
Follette and Chairman Underwood, of 
the house ways and means committee, 
who have undertaken to reconcile the 
differences between the senate and the 
house on the wool and the farmers’ free 
list bills for the full conference com- 
mittee, are in an unquestioned dead- 
lock, with vhe possibility of remaining 
so, and,.thus forcing an adjournment of 
the session without final action on 
either of these measures. 

The tie-up is due to the uncompro- 
mising position of Mr. La Follette in 
opposition to the house bill. He has 
told Mr. Underwood that a reduction 
of the rates below those fixed by the 
bill as it passed the senate is an im- 
possibility, and in response the chair- 
man of.the ways and means committee, 
who had great difficulty in getting an 
agreement by the house to the rates 
fixed in his bill, has said that the 
house never will consent to accept, the 
senate figures. 

La Follette’s Contention. 

Mr. La Follette’s contention is that 
the senate rates constitute a reduction 
of about three-fourths of the difference 
Between the rates of the Payne-Al- 
drich law and those of the house bil); 
that it ts impossible to go lower and 
hold anything Hke all the progressive 
republicans, and that it is better for 
the democrats to take a haif loaf than 
get nothing in the way of tariff bread. 

Mr. Underwood did not accept the 
senate figures, but is quietly canvass- 
ing the house to ascertain what in- 
crease over the house rates may be 
possible. He has told some of his 
friends the house might be persuaded 
to “meet the senate half way,” but the 
progressive leader merely smiled in re- 
sponse to suggestions of this charac- 
ter. He told Mr. Underwood the dif- 
ference was with his party friends 
rather than with himself, and they 
sustained him in the statement. 

The progressive republicans consider 
it important that they stand as a body 
and have found it impossible to ob- 
tain anything like unanimous consent 
to a rate of less than 35 per cent on 
raw woo! and the corrésponding rates 
on woolens fixed by the senate Dill. 
The difficulties pertain entirely to the 
wool bill. An agreement on the free 
| list could be had at any time. 

! Adjournment in Sight. 

The deadlock has given rise to all 
kinds of suggestions and surmises. 
Accepting the tangle as inextricable, 
some senators and representatives sug- 
gested a movement for final adjourn- 
ment of the session regardless of the 
conference, and the senate is being 
sounded on that proposition. Most of 
the regular republicans are willing to 
agree to this, as are some of the dem- 
ocrats. Included in the latter list are 
those southern senators who would 
like like to see the further considera- 
tion of the cotton bill postponed un- 
til next session. They are willing to 
accept almost any legitimate reason 
for delay, and would welcome any exi- 
gency that would carry cotton over. 

The cotton bill is unquestionably 
playing a part in the conference, but 
all the facts have not come to the 
surface. The insurgent republicans 
and some of the democrats who strong- 
lly favor cotton legislation appreciate 
the impossibility of holding a quorum 
of congress in Washington after final 
action on the wool bill. They take the 
position that the only safeguard for 
the cotton bill is to keep wool back un- 
til after the cotton bill is reported and 
a day fixed for a vote. The power to 
so hold the cotton measure rests with 
the conferees, but they do not admit 
they are acting from this motive. 

Senator La Follette told some of his 
senatorial associates on the conference 
committee today that the outlook for 
agreement was somewhat brighter. He 
said also fhat while the full confer- 
ence committee might be called to- 
gether any day, a week might elapse 
before a meeting would be desired by 
the subcommittee. 

Mr. Underwood tonight said he ‘“be- 
lieved the free list bill would be sent 
to the president.” 

Statehood Bill. 

With the recall of judges provision 
of the -.Arizona constitution as the 
principal issue, the senate took up to- 
day for final action the bill for the 
admission of New Mexico and Arizona 
into statehood. By previous agree- 
ment the bill will be voted on before 
the close of this “legislative day.” 
which, however, may be extended by 
recesses for several days. Indications 
tontght are that the vote will be 
reached tomorrow. 

The test will come on the Nelson 
amendment to the house Dill, the for- 
mer allowing New Mexico to become a 
state with its constitution unchanged, 
while Arizona must strike out the pro- 
vision ty which judges can be recalled. 
The house bill requires that the voters 
of Arizcna shall take a vote on tne 
judicial recall question before the ter- 
ritory is admitted, while in New Mex- 
ico an effort must be made by vote to 
change the constitution adopted go as 
to make it easier of amendment. 

Vigorous Speeches. 

Vigorous speeches in opposition to 
the recall of judges were made today 
by Senators Root, 9f New York, Borah, 
of Idahv, Nelson, of Minnesota, and 
Crawford, of South Dakota, while 
Senator Poindexter, of Washington, de- 
fended it, declaring that the people of 
a state should have the right to say 
what sort of a constitution they de- 
sired, provided it is not in conflict 
with the national constitution. Mr. 
Root contended that the great basis of 
the strength of American self-gov- 
ernment was -the self-restraint the 
people had placed upon themselves in 
the judicial system adopted by the 
fathers of the’ country. 

“T believe,” he declared, “that In the 
long run the decisions of the American 
people are wise and sound, but the 
are so because the wisdom of our fa- 
thers devised a system of government 
which prevents our people from reach- 
ing their conclusions except after ma- 
ture consideration and after the pas- 
sions of the moment are excluded.

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PRESIDENT TAFT. 
FIGHTS FOR PEACE 


Asks People’s Support of Ar. 
bitration Treaties, 


Makes Appeal to Nation’s 
Moral Sense at Methodist 
Chautauqua--Lauds Roosevelt 
as Peacemaker and Stresses 


Importance of Treaties. 


Mountain Lake Park, Md., Aug. Te 
President Taft traveled 400 miles 
through Maryland afi West Virginia 
today by special train fo appeal to the 
people of the United States to use their 
moral influence to have the senate 
ratify the British and French arbitra- 
tion treaties and the treati-s with 
Nicaragua and Honduras. His appeal 
was made direct to the Mountain Lake 
Park chautauqua of the Methodist 
Episcopal church, but in it the presi- 
dent irficluded the rest of the nation 


as well. 

“I observe,” said the president, “that 
there is some suggestion that by rati- 
fying this treaty, the senate may in 
some way abhdicate its function of 
treaty making. I confess myself un- 
able to perceive the substance in such 
a point. 

Influence of the Church. 

“To have these treaties not ratified 
by the senate of the United States or 
to have any hesitation and discussion 
of a serious character in respect to 
them, would halt the movement to- 
ward general peace, which has made 
substantial advance in the last ten 
years. To secure the ratification of 
the treaties therefore, appeal must be 
made to the moral sense of the nation, 
and while that is not entirely in the 
Keeping of the churches, certainly they 
may exert a powerful] influence in the 
premotion of any effective instrumen- 
tality to secure, permanent peace.” 


Leaving the arbitration treaties be- 
hind, the president asked or the same 
sort*of popular support of the treaties 


with Honduras and Nicaragua. 

“There is no issue before the senate 
@0 acute in spect to the cause of 
peace as the confirmation of these 
Central American treaties,” said the 
president. “While I admit the great- 
er importance of the universal treaties 
of arbitration, in the long run and on 
affecting the world at large, yet in 
respect of American interests, in re- 
spect of peace in this hemisphere, they 
are not equal in importance to the 
confirmation of these Central Ameri- 
can treaties.’’ 

Lauds Roosevelt. 

In making his plea for the Central 
American conventions, the president 
higkbly praised former President Roos- 
evelt. He spoke of the tendency of 
thg United States to extend the help- 
ing hand to less powerful people and 
instanced Mr. RooSevelt's intervention 
in Cuba. That tendency was evi- 
denced also, he said, “by the wonder- 


{fully successful intervention by Theo- . 


dore Roosevelt as president of the 
United States,, in securing peace be- 
ween Russia and Japan.” 

The president left Washington at 8 
o'clock with a carload of Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad officials along to 
help run the special. He spent just 
an hour in Mountain Lake Park, leav- 
ing for Washington at 3 o’clock. His 
address was made to several thousand 
people. 


IMPERIAL GLASS CO. 
DEFRAUDED OF $250,000 


In Effort to Force Receiver- 
ship Many Irregularities 
Are Alleged 


Pittsburg, August 7.-—That the stock- 
holders of the Imperial Window Glass 
Company, which was haled into the 
United States courts last October for 
violation of the Sherman act, have 
been defrauded of a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars, is the allegation made in 
an equity suit filed in common pleas 
court here today by Monro Lemon, & 
stockholder and former employer. 

In an effort to throw the company, 
which has been inactive since last 
winter, into the hands of a receiver, 
Lemon recites many charges of irregu- 


‘larity against Secretary J. R. Johnson,

T-ealy and Treasurer J. G. Sayre. He 
alleges that the corporation was de- 
frauded of $250,000, which, he _ de-

It is is further declared that the 
corporation during the year 1910 bor- 
rowed $600,000 on which it was forced 
to pay $240,000 interest and that an 
illegal conspiracy was arranged be- 
tween the officers and others in under- 
writing contracts, and special rebates 
which aggregated almost a quarter of 
a million dollars. 

The officers of the Imperial Company 
are also charged with paying large 
sums of money to the Pittsburg Flate 
Glass Company, under the ‘pretense 
of paying for advertising in a monthly 
paper distributed free by the Pittsburg 
company, that the advertising was 
worthless and was a method of cover- 
ing dishonest rebating. In one year 
$120,000 was so paid to the Pittsburg 
company, it is allegeu.

NEW SCHEME TO SETTLE 
NORTH CAROLINA HILLS 


Chicago, August 7.—-Professor Henry 
J. Cox, weather forecaster here, re- 
turned today from a survey of the 
North Carolina fruit belt. He brought 
word of a new scheme promulgated by 
the weather bureau to help settle the 
North Carolina mountain slopes. The 


‘plan includes telling prospective set- 


tlers how they can make a living there 
and supplying them with a system’ of 
weather forecasts. 

The main purpose of the survey made 
by Professor Cox, who was assisted by 
W. M. Hutt, state horticulturist, was 
to designate sites for the location of” 
weather forecasting stations to warn 
fruit growers of the mountainous sec- 
tion of the periodic frosts which occur 
in those regions. 

“There are wonderful agricultural 
possibilities in North Carolina,” said 
Professor Cox. “In many sections in 
which conditions are almost ideal for 
fruit raising. there has been little or 
no development.”

Washington, August 7.—Democracy 
triumphed again today when repub- 
lican congressmen bit the dust—some 
of them swallowed quarts of it—on the 
baseball diamond in the struggle for 
the championship of the house of rep- 
resentatives. Score: 12 to 9% Charges 
may be preferred against the demo- 
cratic umpire, James F. Byrnes, of 
South Carolina, who had a rabbit’s foot 
in his pocket, republican ball players 
charge, a leaded half dollar also, 

The game, piayed for charity, really 
was decided by the umpires. William 
W. Wilson, republican, of Illinois, did 
all‘ he could to stem the tide of party 
defeat, but on all close decisions, when 
infuriated members of both parties 
crowded on the field and threatened 
riet, the only solution was for Bynres 
and Wilson to resort to the toss of a 
coin. Byrnes had the coin, and -did 
the tossing. Byrnes won every time. 

“You're safe,” he invariably ordered, 
reversing the decision of the republican 
umpfre. Thus were the fates with the 
democrats, although they had no such 
gilt-edged ball players on their team

BOXES OF GOLD 
Deposed Preéident of Hayti 


Reaches New York on 
,Way to Paris. 


New York, August 7.—Antoine Si- 
mon, son of the deposed president of 
Hayti, with six officials of the negro 
republic, who fled from the troubles 
there, came imto port today on board 
the steamer Allemania, from Port au 
Prince. Simon and his friends brought 
with them a number of boxes of gold, 
which Were locked in the steamer'‘s 
safe. The value of the gold was not 
learne@® by the passengers. The ne- 
groes are on their way to Paris. 

Evans R. Dick, the New York brok- 
er, who sold his yacht, American, te 
Hayti, was a passenger on the Alle- 
mania, 

Simon said that he was bearing a 
note to the European powers pertain- 
ing to the recent revolution in Hayti. 
He said one of the principal causes of 
the revolution was the abuse of con- 
aessions granted to Ameriaan rail- 
road interests and capitaists. 

His father had practically no funds 
at present, he said, but the present 
powers in Hayti have said that his es- 
tates will not be confiscated and the 
former president may realize from 
these later. 

Port au Prince, Hayti, August 7.— 
Cincinnatus LeConte, the revolutionary 
leader, made a triumphant entry into 
the capital yesterday. Arrangements 
were made forthwith for a joint ses- 
sion of the senate and chamber of 
deputies, which, meeting as a nationa? 
assembly, were expected to elect Le- 
Conte president of the negro republis 
in succession to the deposed Simon. 
This was not in harmony with the 
program of Antenor Firmin, the rival 
revolutionary leader, who is expected 
here today from Porto Rico and who 
has already announced that he had 
been promised the presidency by Le- 
Conte. a 
Immediately upon his arrival Le- 
Conte attended a Te Deum at the ca- 
thedral, conducted by the archbishop. 
Later he made a tour of the city, final- 
ly entering the national palace to a 
salute of 101 guns from all the forti- 
fications. 

_ Later a new ministry, wholly replac- 
ing that of the Simon administration, 
was tentatively agreed upon.

UNFIT ALIENS 


Roddenbery, of Georgia, In- 
troduces Stringent Bill in 
the House. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D. C., August 7.—(Spe- 

cial)—Representative Roddenberry, of 
Georgia, introduced a stringent an- 
ti-immigration bill In the house today, 
which seeks to prevent the importa- 
tion into the United States of Asiatics, 
and particularly Chinese, those of im- 
moral tendency, paupers, and other un- 
fit aliens. Members of black hand or- 
ganizations are also to be refused en- 
try. 
The Georgian’'s bill proposes to in- 
crease the limit of the head tax fixed 
in the present law, from $4 to $50. He 
would also require that each alien must 
have $100 in his pocket. 

In addition to the present require- 
ment that no transportation or steam- 
ship company shal] pay the fare of 
any immigrant, the bill requires such 
companies to give bond to transport 
without cost any alien following con- 
viction and punishment for a felony; 
any alien who develops a disease that 
was dormant at the time of his entry 
shall be transported. 

Each immigrant is required to bring 
letters testifying to his good gmoral 
character, which letters shall be pass- 
ed upon by the immigration officials 
at the American port of entry. 
Represertative Roddenbery said he 
intends to make his bill as stritt as 
possible so as to limit immigration to 
the most desirable class of foreign- 
ers, . 
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COTTON TARE QUESTION 
LAID BEFORE CONGRESS 


Resolution Adopted by Geor- 
gia Legislature Called to 
Lawmakers’ Attention. 


Washington, August 7.—(Special.)— 
Representative Adamson, of Georgia, 
had inserted in the Congressional Rec- 
ord, and thus called to the attention 
of members of congress, the resolu- 
tion adopted by the Georgia legislature 
relating to cotton tare. Under a_ re- 
cent practice in the cotton trade a bale 
which is fully protected by 30 pounds 
of tare has been madé subject to a de- 
duction. 

The 


resolution desires some fair 
system worked out through the co- 
operation of cotton merchants and 
American trade representatives abroad. 

The resolution in question was 
signed by Senator Bush and Repre- 
sentative Johnson, of Bartow, the 
chairman of the committee on agricul- 
ture in the senate and house, and by 
Secretary of Agriculture Hudson. 

In presenting the resolutions, Judge 
Adamson paid a high tribute to T. H. 
Kimbrough, of Harris county, the au- 
thor, saying’ the latter was an enter- 
prising and progressive farmer and a 
leader in the movement for diversified 
crops in Georgia.

OBERT’ LABOR 
LS PASSE 


Adopted by Senate Yesterday 
by Vote of 29 to 0, 


Fixes Sixty Hours Per Week 
as Limit of Working Hours in 
Cotton and Woolen Mills of 
Georgia--Labor Bureau Mat- 
ter Re-Committed. . 


The labor bill, fixing sixty hours per 
week as the limit of working hours in 
cotton and woolen mills in Georgia, in- 
troduced in the senate by Senator W. 
T. Roberts, of the thirty-sixth district, 
passed the senate yesterday without a 
dissenting vote. No discussion took 
place upon its passage. The vote was 


29° to 0. 

Senator Roberts bill was recom- 
mended as a substitute for the labor 
house by Mr. 
Tarver, which specifies that ten hours 
per diem shall be the maximum limit 
of work, whether workmen desire to 
labor longer or not,’ 

The Roberts bill, which was passed 
in the senate, states that the number 
of working hours a week shall not be 
over sixty, but it gllows employees to 
work overtime when they desire, and 
in this way get Saturday afternoon 
holidays. 

Labor Bureau Bill Recommitted. 

The labor bureau bill, passed by the 
house, was broght before the senate, 
but upon the motion of Senator Shing- 
ler, it was recommitted. Senator 
Sheppard, of the thirteenth, objected 
to this, and moved that the action of 
the senate be reconsidered. He called 
the ayes and nays, and his motion was 
lost by a vote of 28 to 8. 

He then appealed to the chair, in- 
sisting that the action of the senate 
was unparliamentary in that he would 
never get another chance to have the 
bill reconsidered if the committee 
acted on the matter Monday afternoon. 
The chair sustained Senator Sheppard's 
point, and the bill lies on the table un- 
til today. A sharp fight is promised. 

The house bill callg for the creation 
of a department of labor and a com- 
missioner of labor and attaches, the 
commissioner to be appointed by the 
governor. The bill was reported fa- 
vorably by the committee on corpora- 
tions. 

Senator Bush, of the eighth, intro- 
duced a resolution requiring the senate 
to meet at 9 o’clock on and after Au- 
gust 8. The resolution was passed 
without opposition. 

A resolution was introduced and 
passed in the senate yesterday urging 
the members of the Georgia delegation 
in congress to vote for the Sulzer res- 
Olution, which calls for an investiga- 
tion of the alleged mistreatment of 
American Jews by Russia. The author 
of the resolution is Senator Slaton, of 
the thirty-fifth. 

Senator Harris asked unanimous con- 
sent to have his resolution requesting 
Governor Smith to send a sPecial mes- 
sage to the house relative to the pass- 
age of the Tippins near beer bill con- 
sidered. Senator Oliver objected.

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PLEA FOR HUNTER 
MADE TO SMITH 


Firm in the conviction that J. C. 
Hunter, the aged Confedefate veteran 
of Savannah, is not guilty of the crjme 
of murdering his wife and two other 
women and for which he has been sen- 
tenced to death, Rev. Dr. Wilder, a 
Baptist minister of Savannah, and Rep- 
resentatives eCarthy and Lawrence, 
of Chatham county, appeared before 
Governor Smith yesterday and urged 
that the sentence of death be com- 
muted. 

Just before his term ended Governor 
Brown granted a respite to Hunter, 
pending the trial of a negro who is 
charged with having committed’ the 
crime for which Hunter was convicted. 
It was contended by those interested in 
Hunter's case that at the trial of this 
hegro evidence would be adduced 
which would show that Hunter had 
been unjustly convicted. 

This case is set for trial in October 
and while Messrs. Wilder, McCarthy 
and Lawrence were anxious that Hun-| 
ter’s sentence be communter on the 
showing which it is now possible to 
make in his behalf, they laid partic- 
ular stress upon their conviction that 
the man should not be allowed to pay 
the death penalty until it is proved 
conclusively he is the guilty party. 

Governor Smith stated that he would 
not allow Hunter to be hanged so 
long as there is a possibility of pro- 
ducing evidence tending to prove his 
innocence,
